Without Disarmament He

of getting Japan to enter inte any 
pact to reduce naval armament. 

“That vote was a pretty sood 
showing, in a militaristic nation,” 
commented Senator Borah. “But it 
shows gli the more reason why we 
should be careful not te build a navy 
of obsolete ships. 

“Uniess some sort of a 
ment agreement is reached, this 
competitive byilding of naval arma- 
ment will lead to war ase inevitably 
as we have day and night. I am 
absolutely certain in my own mind 
that unless a way can be devised to 
halt naval] building war is bound to 
come between the three chief com- 
petitive naval powers. And if it does 
come I want to have a thoroughly 
medern and efficient navy.” 

ANSWERS INTIMATIONS. 

Senator Borah began his speech 
by reading statements of British au- 
thorities declaring the capital ship 
obsolete and he hastened to answer 
intimations that such statements 
were mere propaganda designed to 
induce the United States to abandon 
battleship building and thus main- 
tain the present British superiority 
on the seas. He demanded that the 
Navy Department and the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee should make public 
any information they pecseas on this 
subject. 

“We read in the newspapers that 
Ambassador Geddes is on his way 
here from London to lay a definite 
disarmament proposal before the 
United States government,” he said. 
“On the other hand we are being 
told that Great Britain is inspiring 
false propaganda in this country to 
induce us to step building. False 
propeganda was one of the reasons 
why we went to war with Germany. 
I want to inquire whether the naval 
compnition inquired into this mat- 

r 

Senator Poindexter admitted that 
some testimony had been taken on 
this subject, but that the committee 
had not considered it wise to make 
it public. Senator Borah insisted 
that if the committee had such im- 
portant information it should be giv- 
en to the public, but added that in 
his opinion the statements were 
groundless.

LAST OF RACE. 


Santo Juncio Borne to Grave 
| with Pomp, Ceremony. 


San Gabriel Rites. 


Grave Closes Over Aged Link 
with Mission. Fathers. 


The bells of San Gabriel Mission 
which called together a faithful 
band of Indian converts more than 
a hundred years ago that they might 
witness the baptism of Santo Juncio, 


yesterday tolled the cali which bade 
2000 residents of the valley gather 
at the same house of worship to 
add their presence as a last tribute 
at his funeral service 

Juncio was born in tune mission 
166 years ago, he passed his entire 
life within sight of the same moun- 
tains and within a radius of twenty 
miles of his birth, and yesterday waa 
accorded the funeral rites of the 
Catholic Church before the same 
altar from which his baptismal 
ceremony Was read a cpntury be- 
fore. is passing marked the 
severing of the last living tie de- 
tween the. romantic past and the 
present. He was the last of 16,000 
of his race .won from savagery to 
Christianity through the efforts of 
the mission fathers and the last 
who could tell from personal expe- 
riences the story of the California 
missions when they were in their 
glory. 

BRAVES CARRY COFFIN. 

The death of Santo, as he was 
best known, was an eveni to those 
who have learned the stury of the 
missiong and his funeral was at- 
tended with pomp and ceremon) 
seidom, if ever, before accorded an 
indian by members of the white 
race. 

Ihe coffin containing the remains 
was carried from the street into the 
narrow. aisie of the historic old 
church by six young Indians, lineal 
descendants of the men who, like 
Santo, had been born within the 
mission walls. Part of the Catholic 
burial service, inciuding prayers and 
the office for the dead, was read by 
Father Rafael Serrano, one of the 
vrests at San Gabriel. The little 
nouse of worship was filled to over- 
flowing and a crowd waited outside 
while the short ceremony was in 
progress. 

At the conclusion of the services 
within the church the cortege moved 
down the wide walk leading to the 
mission burial ground where the 
ancestors of this man, the last of 
his race, are buried. Preceding the 
casket were altar boys and the offi- 
cilating clergymen, and following 
them, as guard of honor, was Chief 
Youngturtle of the Chickasaw tribe. 
young braves as pallbearers 
walked beside the casket and follow- 
ing closely was Chief Manitou of the 
Pueblos. All the Indians were in 
native costume and gave a touch of 
picturesqueness to the scene. 
SINGERS FROM THE PLAY. 
Added to the picture were 100 
singers from the “Mission Play.“ who 
followed the Indian escort and who 
chanted the old hymns of the Ala- 
badoes, favorites of the mission In- 
dians and almost forgotten airs. 
Yesterday was the first time in more 
than eighty years that these songs 
have been sung. The procession. 
slowly moved down the long walk 
and into the historic burial ground, 
then wound us way between the 
graves of man, ho have slept in 
this piece of consecrated ground 
since before the birth of the 199. 
year-old man who was being laid 
to rest. 

At the grave a Catholic ceremony 
was read and the big chorus sang 
more of the mission hymns. Many 
of the spectators remained while 
the attendants covered the coffin 
with earth. A few, carrying out an 
old custom, pressed near and threw 
a handful of the dirt into the open 
grave. 

“If old Santos knows the honor 
that is being paid him today. I'm 
sure he's very happy.” said a wrin- 
kled-faced old Woman who had fol- 
lowed the coffin to the grave—-it was 
a tribute well befitting the last of 
a romantic race.

SUES OVER GRAPES. 


Cheese Company Says Price was 
Boosted; Now Wants Difference. 


A judgment for $18,000 is prayed 
for in an action filed in the United 
States District Court by the Asiago 
Cheese Company of Chicago against 
the Caladero Products Company 
of San Luis Obisp6, involving a 
grape contract. It is asserted that 
on March 3, 1920, the Chicago cor- 
poration made a contract with the 
San Luis Obispo company for the 
delivery of 6000 fifty-pound boxes of 
dehydrated black Zinfandel grapes 
at 18 cents a pound, or a total sum 
of $54,000.

VOTED TO FIRE CHIEF.

ILLEGAL AND PAYMENTS 
MAY BE RETURNED. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners 
at its meeting Friday outlined a 
plan which will probably be later 
formally adopted of asking the City 
Council to lay before the voters at 


the May primaries a proposed 
amendment to the existing ordinance 
which will permit an increase to 
$5000 or $6000 a year of the salary 
of the chief of the fire department. 

Under the act passed by the voters 


de in 1915, the salary of the chief is 


fixed at $3000 a year and an increase 
to $3600, granted in 1916, is declared 
to have been illegal. As a result of 
the discovery of this fact, Fire Chief 
Scott may be compelled to hand back 
nearly $900 in excess salary he has 
drawn, and former Chief Eley may 
be required to return to the city 
$800 in excess pension and $1100 
in excess salary he has drawn. 
It is now held that the ordinance 
ery by the City Council on Sept. 
918, increasing the salary of the 
fire chief from $2560 to $300 a month, 
was in violation of the two-platoon 
ordinance enacted by the voters on 
June 16, 1915, in which it ie specifi- 
cally stated that the chief engineer 
(of the fire department) shall re- 
ceive a salary of $3000 per annum.”

The British Empire wen a greater vio 
tory in South Africa last Tuesday than in 
any or all the battles of the Boer War., 
Influences hostile to the empire have been 
seeking ever since the World War started 
to foment a revolution among the states of 
the South African Union. They raked over 
the ashes of the animosities growing out 
of the old Boer War and sought to combine 
with them Sinn Fein, radical and union 
labor support. A coalition party made a 
contest to win the South African Assem- 
bly on a platform declaring for a separa- 
tion from the empire and the formation of 
a South African republic. Opposed to this 
coalition was the Loyalist party headed by 
Gen. Smuts, one of the most brilliant of 
the former Boer generals, but, later, a 
strong supporter of the Allies in the war 
against the Central Powers. 

Cables from Cape Town bring the news 
that the Loyalist party has won a decisive 
victory. The head of the union-labor party 
and the Sinn Fein leader were both beaten 
in their respective districts, while the Loy- 
alist leaders were all re-elected. Self-de- 
termination in this distant British posses- 
sion showed that the spirit of British unity 
is ag strong in the distant provinces as in 
the British Isles. Radicals all over the 
world were counting on a victory for the 
coalition party in South Africa. They fig- 
ured that it would mark the beginning of 
the end of the empire. The decisive de- 
feat of the revolutionary party will natural- 
ly be hailed with rejoicing in all parts of 
the British Empire, with the possible ex- 
ception of the southern and western coun- 
ties in Ireland. 

Disraeli said almost a century ago that 
the English led the world in politics 
and sports. They have lost most of their 
laurels in professional sports, although the 
English are still great amateur sportsmen: 
but in diplomacy the British government 
retains its supremacy. It is due to the 
wise and conciliatory policy which the gov- 
ernment has displayed since the Boer War 
that the South African states are now bet- 
ter satisfied to remain a part of the Brit- 
ish Empire than to secede and form a sep- 
arate republic. They have weighed the ad- 
vantages that accrue to them as a part of 
the empire with the possible benefits that 
would accrue as an independent state and 
their decision is overwhelmingly in favor of 
imperial unity. 

There are few examples in history of a 
greater loyalty than that displayed by Gen. 
Smuts. He is of Dutch descent, has never 
lived in Great Britain and fought valiantly 
in his youth for an independent South Af. 
rica. When he first became a member of 
the Assembly of the Union of South Af. 
rica he was opposed to the British, or Loy- 
alist, party. He did not become reconciled 
until the South African states became in- 
volved in the World War. He took the 
lead in crushing the German opposition in 
South Africa; then he went to London and 
served as a member of the Dominion Coun- 
ell. At the Peace Conference he was one 
of the strongest supporters of the League 
of Nations. At the late Geneva Council 
, he represented the South African states 
and was one of the leading spirits of the 
Assembly. 

On his return to Cape Town he prom 
organized the opposition to the — 
that sought to plunge South Africa into 
revolution. He was called a traitor to his 
people by the radicals and the old irrecon- 
cllables; but the new spirit awakened by 
the sacrifices endured in common during 
the World War proved stronger than the 
forces of revolution and the Union of South 
Africa has proven to the world that of its 


own free will it will continue part 
of the British Expire. 


Mr TAKE TO THE SEA. 
“America needs to take to the sea for 
| business. reasons.” Those words. uttered 
by Senator Shortridge in an interview with 
a Times reporter, should be full of meaning 
for a city like Los Angeles. As time passes 
we shall more and more rely upon our har- 
Dor te help us maintain the supremacy 80 
diy won. Yet it must not be forgotten 
t America took to the sea from its pirth 
and has always been a maritime nation, 
though sometimes less conspicuous in this 
respect than it should have been. Some one 
in Europe recently said foolishly that 
Americans can build ships, but cannot man 
them, “as it would take 100 years to make 
an American a sailor.” How men along 
the Atlantic coast as well as in Pacific 
ports must have smiled when they read 
that. There are thousands of Americans 
who take as naturally to water as ducks. 
Those who recall early American maritime 
supremacy on the Pacific and the days of 
the clipper ships, when the Stars and 
Stripes flew in the Principal ports of the 
world, have no need to be told that “our 
future lies on the ocean.” America uses 
that phrase in a far different spirit from 
‘that which actuated the ex-Kalser when he 
declared that Germany must secure Nep- 
tume’s trident. This country recognizes 
that the seas are big enough for every na- 
tion and is willing to give a fair field to all. 
Europe glances uneasily at our great navy 
program; but Europe forces us to build for 
our own protection because it has rejected 
the chance to end war. Americans have 
no wish to construct vast engines of war 
for use on sea and land, but they have been 
taught that they must be strong in order 
not to be attacked. 


ACK TO HARD PAN. 

Retrenchment is the demand of the 
hour. The State has been in the keeping of 
the spendthrifts long enough. The people 
ask the zealous service of a group of earnest 
men who will plug up their ears and be 
deaf to the song of the sirens of extrava- 
gance. We have been in the hands of those 
who have demonstrated a splendid ability to 
spend money. Now is the hour for the man 
who can save ft. It requires an indepena- 
ence and courage which do not seem to have 
been achieved by those now holding anthor- 
ity. It may take a shake-up to bring the 
right forces to the top, but the shake-up will 
be in the name of economy and it wul be 
founded upon a program of retrenchment. 
There is surely no competent reason why the 
public administration of California should 
cost approximately five times as much per 
capita as in the rest of the Union. Swat 
the spenders!

HAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE 
SEWAGE? 

Before voting $13,000,000 to bulfld an out- 
fall sewer to the ocean it would be well for 
the taxpayers of Los Angeles to give the 
matter something more than the cursory 
once-over on the strength of which so many 
bond iasues have been voted in the past. 

Sewage is an important, if unpleasant, ad- 
funct to civilization. When a city doubles 
in population its sewage doubles also. The 
sewage problem requires more immediate ac 
“tion than the housing trouble—for sewage 
cannot be shelved by temporary devices 
while savants and specialists learnedly dis- 
cuss ways and means for scientifically dis- 
posing of it. | 

Los Angeles has outgrown its sewer sys 
tem. Action is imperative. Some remedy 
must be found. Whatever is done, more 
over, must be done thoroughly, with an eye 
to future developments and all that that 
term implies when used tn connection with 
Los Angeles. | 

There are only two proven ways for deal- 
ing with city sewage, the right way and 
the wrong way. The wrong way has been 
employed in many instances and has been 


found fairly satisfactory. In its early days 


Los Angeles inherited this wrong sewer sy* 
tem from less progressive communities. The 
question now to be decided is whether Los 
Angeles shall continue to employ this out- 
of-date device or switch over to the more 


modern and economic method as approved 


by leading scientists of America. 


A brief review of the two a, their 
known features and the deducible results, 
may help the Los Angeles voters and tax- 
payers to decide on their respective merits. 

The first system is the old outfall sewer 
by which means the city sewage can be car- 
ried to the coast and dumped in the ocean, 
as is already being done at Hyperion be- 
tween Playa del Rey and Manhattan Beach. 

To build such a sewer capable of minis- 
tering to the present needs of new me- 
tropolis calls for an initial expense of thir- 
teen million dollars. Future incidentals will 
beyond a doubt considerably increase this 
estimate. 

Of course, the outfall sewer disposes of 
the sewage as far as Los Angeles is directly 
concerned. Indirectly, however, it wil lay 
up a bushel of trouble, legal and interurban, 
for all the people of Lb Angeles county. 

Hyperion is already an ulcer, a plague 
spot, a stench, polluting the Pacific Ocean 
and rendering uninhabitable many miles of 

-beautiful seacoast especially adaptable for 
the building of beach homes and the sup 
plying of new recreation fields for Southern 
California and her eastern visitors. 

Santa Monica, Ocean Park, Venice, Playa 
del Rey, Manhattan, Redondo and Hermosa 
‘Beach will combine to fight to the last legal 
ditch any scheme for further polluting the 
glorious seashore that, next to its climate, is 
the most valuable asset Southern California 
possesses. And hundreds of thousands 

throughout the whole Southland will cor- 
dially sympathetic with the beach cities in 
their efforts to prevent Santa Monica Bay 
from becoming a cesspool for the sewage 


ot Los Angeles. 


The contemplated outfall sewer will not 
onJy represent a dead outlay of many un- 
productive millions of dollars, but will de- 
stroy the harmony and mutual helpfulness 
that has always existed between the me 
tropolis and the cities by the sea. 

The other way to get rid of sewage la dy 
means of treatment plants, Imhoff tanks, 
subirrigation and infiltration. By these 
means the same sewage that the outfall 
sewer would waste among the breakers on 
the sea beaches can be chemically treated 
and turned into valuable fertilizer. 

Two hundred and fifty cities are already 
reaping a revenue from their sewage by 
adopting this scientific method. According 
to the estimate of a competent engineer Los 
Angeles could by this system produce a rev- 
enue of at least $2,000,000 a year. Eren al. 
lowing that the initial expense of installing 
these plants will be higher than that for 
building a new outfall sewer, the city would 
still, in tke long run, be far better off finan- 
cially. 

Ranchers in every district in Southern 
California need water and fertilizer for the 
expanding farm area that keeps pace with 
the continuous growth of the city. Water 
and fertilizer are two commodities whereof 
the supply will never exceed the demand. 

So Los Angeles, by adopting the treatment 
plant system for its sewage, would also er- 
tend a helping hand to the agriculturiste 


who, after all, are the backbone of every ur 


ban community. What more efficient com- 
bination could anyone demand than a plan 
that brings revenue to the city and fertility 
to the country by a joint operation? What 
more wasteful expedient could anyone adopt 
than a device that can never add one penny 
to the city’s coffers, that antagonizes whole 
communities and may eventually rob South- 
ern California of the enjoyment of many 
miles of ocean strand? 

So far our city has displayed an unac- 
countable preference for the old sea-outfall 
system in disposing of the city sewage. That 
something must be done in the case, ana 
done without unnecessary delay, is the unan- 
tmous opinion of all who understand the 
present needs of Los Angeles. 

The tank-treatment system for sewage Is 
no longer an expriment. Experts can be 
found readily to supply exact.data on the ex- 
pense and the returns that bave resulted 
from the practical working of these plants. 
The sewage is with us. Shall the disposal 
of it be written down on the profit or on the 
loss side of the city ledger?

beset with appeals and offers on all sides by 
freaks, reformers, politicians and commer- 
cial organizations to exploit this profitable 


| Opportunity. 


A strict rule against using the schools in 
this manner has been in effect from the be- 
ginning, but during the last election in this 
city it was frequently flouted. The children 
went home with sheafs of election litera- 
ture for their parents’ perusal, about most 
of the controversial measures. There 
seemed to be an idea that if the measure 
was one indorsed by the scholastic folk 
themselves they had a perfect right to use 
this means of influencing the electors. It is 
easy to win young children over to a meas- 
ure, particularly when only one side of it 
is presented for their understanding, and 
during the last campaign such measures as 
antivivisection, for instance, were consid- 
erably aided and abetted in this way. Even 
when the teacher gives both sides of an 
argument, we all know how easily the bias 
in one direction can be emphasized.
